“But without faith it is*impossible to please him: for 
he that cometh to God must believe that he is, and that he is 
a rewarder of them that diligently seek him.’’—Heb. 11:6. 

“For after that in the wisdom of God the world by wis- 
dom knew not God, it pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe.’—I Cor. 1:21.

Faith is one outstanding fruit 
of sound, faithful, anointed preach- 
ing by yielded servants of the 
Saviour. Great preaching produces 
saving faith in the’ hearts of sin- 
ners! Let us not minimize or lose 
sight of the fact that it is the 


'Word of God which brings about 


true conversion. Romans 10:17 
plainly declares; “So then faith 
cometh by hearing, and hearing by 
the word of God.” But neither 
should we forget or lose sight of 
the truth that it is the preaching

versions. Remember, “it pleased 
God by the foolishness of preach- 
ing to save them that believe.”

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Results of 


True Repentance 


By Evangelist D, L. Moody, 1837-1899 


I want to call your attention to; 


what true repentance leads to. I 
am not addressing the unconverted 
only, because I am one of those 
who believe that there is a good 
deal of repentance to be done by 
the church before much good will 
be accomplished in the world, I 
firmly believe that the low stand- 
ard of Christian living is keeping a 
good many in the world and in 
their sins. When the ungodly see 
that Christian people do not re- 
pent, you cannot expect them to 
repent and turn away from their 
sins. I have repented ten thousand 
iimes more since I knew Christ 
than ever before; and I think most 
Christians have some things to 
repent of. 

So now I want to preach to 
Christians as well as to the un- 
converted; to myself as well as to 
one who has never accepted Christ 
as his Saviour. 

There are five things that flow 
out of true repentance: 

1. Conviction. 

2. Contrition. 

3. Confession of sin. 

4. Conversion. 

». Confession of Jesus Christ be- 
fore the world. 


1. Conviction 

When a man is not deeply con- 
victed of sin, it is a pretty sure 
sign that he has not truly repent- 
ed. Experience has taught me that 
men who have very slight con- 
viction of sin, sooner or later lapse 
back into their old life. For the 
Jast few years I have been a good 
deal more anxious for a deep and 
true work in professing converts 
than I have for great numbers. If 
a man professes to be converted 
without realizing the heinousness 
of his sins, he is likely to be one 
of those stony-ground hearers who 
don’t amount to anything. The 
first breath of opposition, the 
first wave of persecution or ridi- 
cule, will suck them back into the 
world again. 

I believe we are making a woe-

us down on both knees, until we 
are completely humbled, until we 
have no hope in ourselves left, we 
cannot find the Saviour. 

There are three things that lead 
to conviction: (1) Conscience; (2) 
the Word of God; (3) the Holy 
Spirit. All three are used by God. 

Long before we had any Word 
God dealt with men through the 
conscience. That is what made 
Adam and Eve hide themselves 
from the presence of the Lord 
God amongst the trees of the Gar- 
den of Eden. That is what con- 
victed Joseph’s brethren when they 
said: “We are verily guilty con- 
cerning our brother in that we saw 
the anguish of his soul when he 
besought us and we would not 
hear. Therefore,” said they (and 
remember, over twenty years had 
passed away since they had sold 
him into captivity), “therefore is 
this distress come upon us.” That 
is what we must use with our 
children before they are old 
enough to understand the Word 
and the Spirit of God. This is 
what accuses or excuses the hea- 
then. 


Conscience is “a divinely im- 
planted faculty in man, telling him 
that he ought to do right.’ Some- 
one has said that it was born 
when Adam and Eve ate of the 
forbidden fruit, when their eyes 
were opened and they “knew good 
and evil.”’ It passes judgment with- 
out being invited, upon our 
thoughts, words, and actions, ap- 
proving or condemning according 
as it judges them to be right or 
wrong. A man cannot violate his 
conscience without being self-con- 
demned. 

But conscience is not a safe 
guide, because very often it will 
not tell you a thing is wrong until

Again, conscience is too often 
like an alarm-clock which awak- 
ens and arouses at first, but after 
a time the man becomes used to

| Science can be smothered. I ‘think 
we make a mistake in not preach- 
ing more to the conscience. 

Hence, in due time, conscience 
was superseded by the law of God, 
which in time was fulfilled in 
Christ. 
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In this Christian land, where 
men have Bibles, these are the 
agency by which God produces 
conviction. The old Book tells you 
what is right and wrong before 
you commit sin, and what you 
need is to learn and appropriate 
its teachings, under the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit. Conscience 
compared with the Bible is as a 
rush-light compared with the sun 
in the heavens: 


See how the truth convicted 
those Jews on the day of Pente- 
cost. Peter, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, preached that “God hath 
made this same Jesus, whom ye 
have crucified, both Lord and 
Christ.” “Now when they heard 
this, they were pricked in their 
heart, and said unto Peter and 
to the rest of the apostles, Men 
and brethren, what shall we do?” 


Then, thirdly, the Holy Ghost 
convicts. I once heard the late Dr. 
A. J. Gordon expound that pas- 
sage—“And when he [the Com- 
forter| is come, he will reprove 
the world of sin, of righteousness, 
and of judgment; of sin because 
they believe not on me,’’—as fol- 
lows :—

“Some commentators say there 
was no real conviction of sin in 
the world until the Holy Ghost 
came. I think that foreign mis- 
sionaries will say that that is not 
true, that a heathen who never 
heard of Christ may have a tre- 
mendous conviction of sin. For 
notice that God gave conscience 
first, and gave the Comforter 
afterward. Conscience bears wit- 


ness to the law, the Comforter 
bears witness to Christ. Con- 
science brings legal conviction, 


the Comforter brings evangelical 
conviction. Conscience brings con- 
viction unto condemnation, and the 
Comforter brings conviction unto 
justification. ‘He shall convince 
the world of sin, because they be- 
lieve not on me.’ That is the sin 
about which He convinces. It does 
not say that He convinces men 
of sin, because they have stolen or 
lied or committed adultery; but 
the Holy Ghost is to convince men 
of sin because they have not be- 
lieved on Jesus Christ. The coming 
of Jesus Christ into the world 
made a sin possible that was not 
possible before. Light reveals dark- 
ness; it takes whiteness to bring 
conviction concerning blackness. 
There ‘are negroes in Central Af- 
rica who never dreamed that they 
were black until they saw the 
face of a white man; and there 
are a great many people in this 
world that never knew they were 
sinful until they saw the face of 
Jesus Christ in all its purity. 
“Jesus Christ now stands be- 
tween us and the law. He has ful- 
filled the law for us. He has set- 
tled all claims of the law, and 
now whatever claim it had upon us 
has been transferred to Him. 
And, therefore, you notice that 
the first thing Peter does when 
he begins to preach after the 
Holy Ghost has been sent down 
is about Christ: ‘Him being 
delivered by the determinate 
counsel of God, ye have taken

2. Contrition 


The next thing is contrition, 
deep godly sorrow and humiliation 
of heart because of sin. If there 
is not true contrition, a man will 
turn right back into the old sin.

Christians. 

A man may get angry, and if 
there is not much contrition, the 
next day he will get angry again. 
A daughter may say mean, cutting 
things to her mother, and then her 
conscience troubles her, and she 
says:

But soon there is another out- 
burst of temper, because the con- 
trition is not deep and real. A hus- 
band speaks sharp words to his 
wife, and then to ease his con- 
science, he goes and buys her a 
bouquet of flowers. He will not 
go like a man and say he has done 
wrong. 

What God wants is contrition, 
and if there is not contrition, 
there is not full repentance. “The 
Lord is nigh to the broken of 
heart, and saveth such as be con- 
trite of spirit.” “A broken and a 


contrite heart, O God, thou wilt not 


despise.”” Many sinners are sorry | 
for their sins, sorry that they can- | 


not continue in sin; but they re- 
pent only with hearts that are not 
broken. I don’t think we know how 
to repent nowadays. We need some 
John the Baptist, wandering 
through the land, crying: “Repent! 
repent!” 


3. Confession of Sin 

If we had true contrition, that 
will lead us to confess our sins. 
I believe that nine-tenths of the 
trouble in our Christian life comes 
from failing to do this. We try 
to hide and cover up our sins: 
there is very little confession of 
them. Someone has said: “Uncon- 
fessed sins in the soul are like a 
bullet in the body.” 

If you have no power, it may 
be there is some sin that needs 
to be confessed, something in your 


life that needs straightening out. | 


There is no amount of psalm-sing- 
mg, no amount of attending re- 
ligious meetings, no amount of 
praying or reading your Bible that 
is going to cover up anything of 
that kind. It must be confessed, 


and if I am too proud to confess, | 


I need expect no mercy from God 
and no answers to my prayers. 
The Bible says: “He that cover- 
eth his sins shall not prosper.” 
He may be a man in the pulpit, a 
priest behind the altar, a king on 
the throne; I don’t care who he is. 
Man has been trying it for. six 
thousand years. Adam tried it, 
and failed. Moses tried it when he 
buried the Egyptian whom he 
killed, but he failed. “Be sure your 
sin will find you-out.” You can- 


not bury your sin so deep but it | 


will have a resurrection by and 
by, if it has not been blotted out 
by the Son of God. What man has 
failed to do for six thousand years, 
you and I had better give up try- 
ing to do. 

There are three ways of con- 
fessing sin. All sin is against God, 
and must be confessed to Him. 
There are some sins I need never 
confess to anyone on earth. If the 
sin has been between myself and 
God, I may confess it’ alone in my 
closet: I need not whisper it in 
the ear of any mortal. “Father, I 
have sinned against heaven, and 
before thee.” “Against thee, thee 


only, have I sinned, and done this 


evil in thy sight.” 

But if I have done some man a 
wrong, and he knows that I have 
wronged him, I must confess that 
sin not only to God but also to 
that man. If I have too much 
pride to confess it to him, I need 
not come to God. I may pray, and 
I may weep, but it will do no good. 
First confess to that man, and 
then go to God and see how quick- 
ly Hewill hear you and send peace. 
“Tf you bring thy gift to the altar, 
and there rememberest that thy 
brother hath aught against thee; 
leave there thy gift before the 
altar, and go thy ways. First be 
reconciled to thy brother, and then 
come and offer thy gift.” That is 
the scriptural way, 

Then there is another class of 
sins that must be confessed pub- 
licly. Suppose I have been known 
as a blasphemer, a drunkard, or 
a reprobate. If I repent of my sins, 
I owe the public a confession, The 
confession should be as public as 
the transgression. Many a person 
will say some mean thing about 
another in the presence of others, 
and then try to patch it up by 
roing to that person alone. The 
confession should be made so that 
all who heard the transgression 
can hear it. 

We are good at confessing other 
people’s sins, but if it is true re- 
pentance, we shall have as much 
as we can do to look after our 
own. When a man or woman gets 
a good look into God’s looking- 
glass, he is not finding fault with | 


other people: he has as much ag 
he can do at home. 

“If we confess our sins, he ig 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness.” Thank God for 
the Gospel! Church member, if 
there is any sin in your life, make 
up your mind that you will con- 
fess it, and be forgiven. Do not 
have any cloud between you and 
God.

4, Conversion 


Confession leads to true con- 
version, and there is no conver- 
sion at all until these three steps 
have been taken. 

Now the word “conversion” 
means two things. We say a man 
is “converted” when he is born 
again. But it also has a different 
meaning in the Bible. Peter said: 
“Repent, and be converted.” The 
American Revised Version reads: 
“Repent, and turn.” Paul said 
that he was not disobedient unto 
the heavenly vision, but began to 
preach to Jews and Gentiles that 
they should repent and turn to 
God. Some old divine has said: 
“Every man is born with his back 
to God. Repentance is a change 
of one’s course. It is right about 
face.” 

Sin is a turning away from God. 
As someone has said, it is aversion 
from God and conversion to the 
world: and true repentance means 
conversion to God and aversion 
from the world. When there is 
true contrition, the heart is broken 
for sin; when there is. true 
conversion, the heart is broken 
from sin. We leave the old life, 
we are translated out of the king- 
dom of darkness into the kingdom 
of light. Wonderful, isn’t it? 

Unless our repentance includes 
this. conversion, it is not worth 
much, If a man continues in sin, 
it is proof of an idle profession. 
It is like pumping away contin- 
ually at the ship’s pumps, without 
stopping the leaks. Solomon said: 
—‘“If they pray, and confess thy 


name, and turn from their sin 
...’ Prayer and confession would 
be of no avail while they continued 
in sin. Let us heed God’s call; let 
us forsake the old wicked way; 
let us return unto the Lord, and 
He will have mercy upon us; and 
to our God, for He will abundant- 
ly pardon. 


If you have never turned to God, 
turn now. I have no sympathy 
with the idea that it takes six 
months, or six weeks, or six hours 
to be converted. It doesn’t take 
you very long to turn around, does 
it? If you know you are wrong, 
then turn right about. 


5. Confession of Christ 


If you are converted, the next 
step is to confess it openly. Listen: 
“If thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness, and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation.” 


Confession of Christ is the cul- 
mination of the work of true re- 
pentance. We owe it to the world, 
to our fellow-Christians, to our- 
selves. He died to redeem us, and 
shall we be ashamed or afraid 
to confess Him? Religion as an 
abstraction, as a doctrine, has lit- 
tle interest for the world, but 
what people can say from personal 
experience always has weight. 

I remember some meetings being 
held in a locality where the tide 
did not rise very quickly, and 


bitter and reproachful things were 
'being said about the work. But 


one day, one of the most promin- 
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ent men in the place rose and said: 

“IT want it to be known that I 
am a disciple of Jesus Christ; and 
if there is any odium to be cast 
on His cause, I am prepared to 
take my share of it.” 

It went through the meeting 
like an electric current, and a 
blessing came at once to his own 
soul and to the souls of others. 

Men come to me and say: “Do 
you mean to affirm Mr. Moody, 
that I’ve got to make a public 
confession when I accept Christ; 
do you mean to say I’ve got to 
confess Him in my place of busi- 
ness, and in my family? Am I to 
let the whole world know that I 
am on His side?” 

That is precisely what I mean. 
A great many are willing to ac- 
cept Christ, but they are not will- 
ing to publish it, to confess it. A 
great many are looking at the 
lions and the bears in the way. 
Now, my friends, the Devil's 
mountains are only made of 
smoke. He can throw a straw into 
your path and make a mountain 
of it. He says to you: “You can- 
not confess and pray to your fam- 
ily; why, you'll break down! You 
cannot tell it to your shopmate; 
he will laugh at you.” But when 
you accept Christ, you will have 
power to confess Him. 

There was a young man in the 
West—it was the West in those 
days—who had been more or less 
interested about his soul’s salva- 
tion. One afternoon, in his office, 
he said: 

‘T will accept Jesus Christ as 
my Lord and Saviour.” 

He went home and told his wife 
(who was a nominal professor of 
religion) that he had made up 
his mind to serve Christ; and he 
added: 

“After supper tonight I am go- 
ing -to take the company into the 
drawing-room and erect the fam- 
ily altar.” 

“Well,” said his wife, “you know 
some of the gentlemen who are 
coming to tea are sceptics, and 
they are older than you are, and 
don’t you think you had better 
wait until after they have gone, 
or else go out in the kitchen and 
have your first prayer with the 
servants?” 

The young man thought for a 
few moments, and then he said: 

“T have asked Jesus Christ into 
my house for the first time, and 
I shall take Him into the best 
room, not into the kitchen.” 

So he called his friends into the 
drawing-room. There was a little 
sneering, but he read and prayed. 
That man afterwards became 
Chief Justice of the United States 
Court. Never be ashamed of the 
Gospel of Christ: it is the power 
of God unto salvation. 

A young man enlisted, and was 
sent to his regiment. The first 
night he was in the barracks with 
about fifteen other young men who 
passed the time playing cards and 
gambling. Before retiring, he fell 
on his knees and prayed, and they 
began to curse him and jeer at 
him and throw boots at him. 


So it went on the next night and 
the next, and finally the young 


man went and told the chaplain 
what had taken place, and asked | 
what he should do. 

“Well,” said the chaplain, ‘“‘you 
are not at home now, and the 
other men have just as much right 
in the barracks as you have, It 
makes them mad to hear you pray, 
and the Lord will hear you just as 
well if you say your prayers in 
bed and don’t provoke them.” 

For weeks after the chaplain did 
not see the young man again, but 
one day he met him, and asked: 

“By the way, did you take my 
advice?” 

“I did, for two or three nights.” 

“How did it work?” 

“Well,” said the young man, “I 
felt like a whipped hound, and the 
third night I got out of bed, knelt 
down and prayed.” 


“Well,” asked. the’ chaplain, 
“how did that work?” 
The young soldier answered: 


“We have a prayer-meeting there 
now every night, and three have 
been converted, and we are pray- 
ing for the rest.” 


Oh, friends, I am so tired of 
weak Christianity. Let us be out 
and out for Christ; let us give 
no uncertain sound. If the world 
wants to call us fools; let them do 
it. It is only a little while; the 
crowning day is coming. Thank 
God for the privilege we have of 
confessing Christ.

Preacher Without Approval 
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affiliated with the Southern Bap-| 


tist Convention. Rev. Aubrey T. 


Mitchell, the pastor, is a hard 
preaching, hard working, hard 
praying man. His daily' radio 


broadcast, according to a recent 
poll, is the most popular of the 
station’s daytime programs, out- 
ranking Arthur Godfrey’s. 

We were having a good revival. 
Crowds were good and souls were 
being saved right along. 

On Friday night a giant of a 
young man came in with his wife 
and son. They came early and 
when he introduced himself to me, 
he told me he had heard me 
preach in chapel while he was in 
college. And, having seen adver- 
tisements of the services and hav- 
ing heard me on the radio, he and 
his’ wife had driven into town to 
spend the week-end in the revival 
services. He had. a steady job but 
he and his wife were very unhap- 
py. 
God had called him to preach 
and he had gone to college to pre- 
pare. But, upon graduating, he 
found that he had gone to the 
wrong college! The ministers of 
his own denomination (Baptist) 
treated him coolly. He was not 
invited to preach in _ pastorless 
churches. He was not even recog- 
nized as a preacher. 

He found a place where a church 
was needed and where local people 
would support it. He went to the 
local missionary with his plans to 
build the church, and the mission- 
ary said he would make a survey. 
He did, decided that there should, 
indeed, be a church established 
and he immediately called _ in 
another young man who was asked 
to be the pastor! 

And now my young friend, bit- 
ter, disillusioned and frustrated, 
was out of the ministry (he had 
never really been in the ministry) 
and blaming the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention for his disappoint- 
ment and failure. “I want to 
preach, Bill .... but the Conven- 
tion crowd won't let me!” 

Here was a tragedy—a double 
one. 


The First Tragedy: 
Convention or Christ 
What a tragic thing that any 


Southern Baptist preachers would 
be less concerned with what and 
how a young man preaches than 
with where he learned to do it! 
It did not matter that the young 
man had surrendered to preach 
and had spent years in preparing 
himself for the ministry of win- 
ning souls. It only mattered that 
he had not gone to a denomina- 
tional college! Now, © get this 
clear: the young fellow was saved. 
He was called to preach. He was 
of good character. He had ability. 
He had even gone to a Baptist 
college. But the college he had 
gone to is not affiliated with the 
Southern Baptist Convention, and 
this fact outweighed all the others 
in the minds of the local Baptist 
association! 

They were not afraid he would 
not be Christ-minded. 

They were afraid he would not 
be Convention-minded! 

They were not afraid he would 
not win souls for Christ. They 
were afraid he would not win sup- 
porters for the Cooperative Pro- 
gram! 

Not Isolated Case 

These Baptist leaders were more 
concerned about the Convention 
than they were concerned about 
soul winning. And while this is 
not true of all Baptist leaders— 
lets face it—this is not an isolated 
case, 

Not long ago the man who usu- 
ally leads the singing in my cam- 
paigns and who is one of my dear- 
est friends, was in a revival cam- 
paign with Southern Baptist E. J. 
Daniels. During the revival the 
singer was approached by a county 
missionary who advised him never 
to work with me in revivals again. 
When my friend protested that I 
was on the level and that he and 
I had seen many people walk the 
aisles in our meetings to accept 
Christ, the missionary was not 
impressed. He told the singer if 
he ever expected to get anywhere 
among Southern Baptists, he had 
better work only with Southern 
Baptists! Bill Rice, he said, was 
not a good Baptist! 

And the sad thing is that the 
missionary was probably sincere 
in what he said. Evidentally he

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had confused the leadership of the 
Convention with the leadership of 
the Lord; the approval of a state 
secretary with the approval of the 
Holy Spirit; the Cooperative Pro- 
gram with the Great Commission! 
And the fact that the singer was 
winning many souls to Christ 
seemed insignificant compared to 
the fact that he was not “getting 
anywhere” with the Convention! 

Then there was the County As- 
sociation of Baptist pastors in 
Tennessee who invited an _ inde- 
pendent Baptist evangelist to meet 
with them to see if they did not 
have enough in common to enjoy 
fellowship together. They felt they 
owed the evangelist an apology for 
not having been friendlier. Just 
what did he believe? 


The evangelist told them. He, 
too, was a Baptist and had been 
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all his life. He believed 
verbal 


in the 
inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures, the deity of Christ, the 
blood atonement, salvation 
through faith in Christ plus or 
minus nothing, and in the Lord’s 
return. He believed that the most 
important work for a Christian 
was soul winning, and he believed 
in strong local churches and mis- 
sion work at home and abroad. 

But he was not in sympathy 
with the Cooperative Program of 
the Southern Baptist Convention 
and would never support it. 

That did it! 

A pastor spoke up, “If you will 
not support the Cooperative Pro- 
gram, then I cannot see where 
there is any basis for fellowship 
between us!” And the other pas- 
tors seemed to agree. 

How about that! From exper- 
ience the pastors knew the evan- 
gelist was a soul-winning man of 
God who believed the Bible and 
was honorable in his life. Yet they 
felt they had no basis for fellow- 
ship with him because he did not 
belong to the Convention! 

Does this sound fantastic? Does 
it sound more like a bunch of 
Catholic priests than a group of 
Baptist preachers? Maybe it does, 
but it really happened just the 
same. 

I know, 

I was the evangelist! 

And all over America there are 
thousands of Baptists who take 
more pride in being Baptists than 
being Christians. They are more 
concerned about the cogs in the 
Baptist machine than about the 
members in the Body of Christ. 
They spend more time on the rot- 
ting boards in the party than on 
the living stones in the building. 

I certainly 
blanket 
all Baptists in the S. B. C. 
this way. But I do say there is 
a definite trend in this direction | 
and I believe it will tend to destroy 
Southern Baptists—if allowed to 
continue—just as surely as it has 
ruined and cut in half the North- 
ern Baptists. For this blind devo- 
tion to a man-made organization 
allows sin to fester but does not 
allow an operation lest others 
know about the disease. Again 
and again Baptist leaders have 
covered up sin for fear the expo- 
sure of it would bring reproach 
upon the convention. 


Not a New Thing 


And this is nothing new. A short 


authority did pay attention to that 
and the results were drastic and 
decisive—young Crowley was ask- 
ed to finish his education else- 
where! 

But his charges were true. Be- 
fore long the daily newspapers 
were printing statements by the 
professor in question in which he 
publicly avowed he did not believe 
the Old Testament Scriptures to 
be inspired of God! Not only had 
Dale Crowley told the truth—the 
“prof”? made no denial but rather 
openly affirmed the fact that he 
had no confidence in the integrity 
of the Scriptures. He had been 
taking Baptist money to teach his 
students the exact opposite of 
what he was paid to teach. And he 
either resigned or was fired. 

But what about Dale Crowley, 
this brilliant and courageous stu- 
dent who had turned on the X-ray 
that had exposed the cancer at the 
University’s breast. Did a grateful 
administration reinstate him with 
humble apologies? Did the officials 
who had heaped the stigma, the 
shame, the humiliation and dis- 
honor upon him, now try to undo 
the wrong they had done? No, 
they didn’t. The fact that Crow- 
ley’s charges were proved sub- 
stantially correct did not vindicate 
him in their sight. He had pre- 
sumed to argue—even criticize 
Baptist leaders, and this, in their 
sight, was an unpardonable sin. It 
seems to be an unwritten law that 
no matter what Tom Fool mis- 
takes, errors in judgment, or de- 
liberate sins may be committed by 
those who are denominational big 
shots—no loyal Baptist will expose 
them to public criticism. It might 
hurt the “program.” It might 

cause the Convention to lose face. 

And it is this blind devotion to

This is the 
reason infidel preachers can lec- 
ture in Southern Baptist colleges 
and seminaries without more than 
a tiny ripple of protest from the 
average Baptist pastor. This is 
why drunkenness, dancing,

the fellow who talks about it is 
considered far worse than the 


ones doing it! To expose the sin|

Southern Baptists are unwilling

This has led to a sectarianism 
among many Southern Baptists 
that would turn the most fervent 
Campbellite green with envy! 

But it is surely an abomination 
to God. 


No Nice Way 

A Christian should be loyal to 
Christ. We should give our lives 
for Him. Since we are living these 
lives here on earth right now, then 
we should join hands with others 
who love and serve the Saviour. 
Co-operation is right, not wrong. 
Love for fellow workers is right, 
not wrong. Loyalty to fellow work- 
ers is right, not wrong. But this 
co-oneration, love, and _ loyalty 
should be for Jesus’ sake. And, 
therefore, it should be extended to 
everyone (as the old timers used 
to say) “of like faith and practice”’ 
—not just those who belong to the 
same church or Convention. 


And, by the same token, a Bap- 
tist should be just as quick to re- 
buke sin in Baptist circles as in 
Catholic circles. But often he is 
not. A short time ago a Baptist 
pastor, James A. Stewart, of Jack- 
sonville, Florida, encouraged his 
church to sponsor a dance. The 
newspaper in Jacksonville played 
it up. Some other Baptist pastors 
were indignant, and one of my 
best friends, Bob Gray of Trinity 
Baptist, wrote a resolution con- 
demning the dance. But when he 
invited other pastors who said 
they were against dancing to sign 
it, most of them refused. They 
didn’t think that was the “nice” 
way to rebuke a fellow Baptist! 
They didn’t want to hurt him! 

Great guns! I wish I could think

I feel about any pastor who claims 
to love the Lord and yet opens.

How Make 
But you may wonder how you 
can get a church without 
the blessing of some Sanhedrin. I 
didn’t mention getting a church, 
though you can, if that is where 
God wants you. I said you can 
“preach.” And you can. You can 
preach on the streets. You can 
preach in parks. You can go from 
house to house telling about Jesus. 
Now, of course, this isn’t go- 
ing to be a very satisfactory an- 
swer for most of you young fel- 
lows who are called to preach. The 
first question that will come to

Then Baptist headquarters low- 
ered the boom! 

Over night he lost the friends of 
a lifetime and was blacklisted in 
Baptist circles. 

What had he done? Murdered 
his mother-in-law? Divorced his 
wife? Robbed a bank? No, it was 
nothing that simple. He had pro- 
tested the teaching of evolution in 
Baylor, his beloved Baylor! Quiet- 
ly at first to the school authorities. 
They paid no attention, and after 
repeated efforts that were ignored, 
he took it to the Baptist public in 
revivals and on the radio. 

A committee came to warn him 
of the consequences. He would be 
an outcast among Baptists. He 
would never again be called to 
Baptist churches. He would be a 
marked man forever. His wife 
and children would go ragged and 
hungry. If he expected to keep on 
preaching, he’d better lay off. 

But the die was cast. John did 
not quit. With a broken heart and, 
I suppose, with fear and dread, 
he fought on and preached on, 
though out of favor. Overnight he 
became a preacher without ap- 
proval. Former classmates first 
pitied, then derided him. Life-long 
friends shunned him. Fellow min- 
isters said the young man was 
through as a preacher. 


But he wasn’t through as a 
preacher. He preached more than 
ever! He preached without any 
kind of a salary. He preached 
from house to house. He preach- 
ed on the Courthouse steps. (1 
heard him). He preached on the 
streets. He preached in churches 


where his fervor and powerful re-/ 


sults were wanted. He made no 
appeal for money to support his 
family and few were the dollars 


given him. Lloys (his wife and one | 


of the most wonderful of women) 
pressed his suits with an iron, 
made the children clothing out of 
her old dresses, and served frugal 
meals. 

John went to Decatur, the old 
home town where we lived. He 
couldn’t even give a testimony in 
the First Baptist Church, so he 
preached on a vacant lot. A tent 
was put up and a great revival 
broke out. A church was organized 
—an independent Baptist church. 
Then the same thing at Bridge- 
port, at Sherman, at Wichita Falls, 
and Waxahachie. Misunderstood 
and accused by former friends, he 
went on. Under constant ban from 
headquarters, he preached, he 
prayed, he won souls.

When 
you have made a mess. of your 
life, you will learn your lesson, 
too, but why not have some sense 
and learn your lesson before the 
tragic day of ruin and shame? Use 
your head, men. Think! Think! 
Don’t play the fool. No man ever 
lived who was wise enough, shrewd 
enough, and enough of a genius 
to beat the game. You can’t do 
it. Don’t try it. 

“Be sure your sin will find you 
out.’ It is physically impossible 
for any man to beat the sin game. 
God made your body so sin will 
mark it. Your face is an index to 
your life. The gambler has a 
strange, restless eye which betrays 
him, I can pick you out in a

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had ever heard! 
I got a lot of kidding about it. 


But I tried again. And again. 
And again. Working in a store 
Friday and Saturday I hitch-hiked 
to other towns on other days to 
preach on the streets. 


I remember the first pastor to 
invite me to preach in his church. 
It was Loys Vess. He was pastor 
of a country church some miles 
away and invited me—via post- 
card—to preach in an all-day 
meeting. On Saturday evening I 
hitch-hiked almost to his place 
and slept under a bridge. Next 
morning I walked on to his house. 
I had no change of clothes so, al- 
though it was Sunday morning, I 
washed and ironed my shirt and 
necktie. (I had no coat.) 

That morning two men spoke. 
Then dinner was spread under 
the trees. After the meal Brother 
Vess said, “Now the women are 
going to put away the food and 
while they are doing that Bill Rice 
is going to speak in the church. 
How about some of you men com- 
ing in to hear him.” Ten or twelve 
came in and I preached. Then the 
regular afternoon services began. 
After supper on the ground the 
evening service was conducted and 
after the services I walked back 
to my bridge to spend the night 
and hitch-hike on the next day. 

No one had invited me home to 
spend the night. I was not paid a 
penny. But I was the happiest 
young man you ever heard of! 
Someone had actually thought of 
me as a preacher! I had spoken in 
a real church with electric lights 
and everything! 

Time went on andtI_ Xkept 
preaching. On the streets and 
sometimes in churches. I slept 
under bridges, in haystacks, in 
homes of kind people. The fellows 
I had gone to school with were 
mostly married now and establish- 
ed in business. I usually wore 
threadbare clothing and needed a 
haircut! But gradually I learned 
more about preaching. I won a 
few to Christ. Gradually churches 
began to believe I meant business. 
John Rice asked me to come live 
with him and he taught me. At 
last I had a definite place of ser- 
Vice, . 

But in those days of testing, 
again and again I said to the Lord, 
“I -an’t understand why other 
preacher boys have pastorates and 


I have none. They are respected 
and I am a joke. They have plenty 
and I have nothing. But You know, 
dear Lord, that I Love You, You 
have called me to preach and I am 
going to preach as long as I live. 
I wish You would give me a 
church and a little money, but 
whether You do or not, I am 
never going to quit preaching. If 
You want me to starve, then I'll 
starve—but if You let me starve, 
You are going to lose one preacher 
who sure did mean business for 
You.” 


After Moody 


And I faced much the same 
problem upon graduation from 
Moody Bible Institute. Now I had 
a lovely wife and two little girls. 
I had a job at the Railway Express 
with which I had worked through 
school. But upon graduation I 
wanted to go immediately into re- 
vival work. John Rice put a notice 
in the Sworp that I had had lit- 
tle experience in church revivals 
but was honest and sound in the 
Scriptures. I expected a flood of 
invitations but there was no flood. 
It didn’t rain. It didn’t even 
sprinkle! Finally I received ONE 
invitation. It was from Ken Beil- 
by, First Baptist Church, Gas City, 
Indiana. He wrote he could not get 
any good evangelists at this late 
date and might have to use me! 
The invitation became definite and | 
I left my job and went into re- 
vival work on the strength of that 
one invitation. It was a blessed 
revival, 


Before it was over another 
church invited me. Then another. 
And so it went. In these blessed 
fourteen years I have had the joy 
of preaching across our nation and 
in lands beyond the sea. 


How good God has been! 
And how good God still is! 


And what God has done for my 
splendid big brother and myself, 
God will do for you. If God calls 
you to preach—then preach. With 
all my heart I hope godly men 
and women will recognize your 
call and help you. But do not rely 
on them. It is God who does the 
calling and He will do the provid- 
ing and the rewarding. It will 
be the greatest tragedy of your 
life if you do not trust Him even 
though you must do so as a 
PREACHER WITHOUT AP- 
PROVAL. 


crowd. You can’t conceal your sin. 
The serpent of lust crawls across 
your face, and leaves a slimy trail. 
If you are an adulterer, the set 
of your jaw, the curl of your lip, 
and the depravity of your eye tell 
the story to obsérvant men. 

The drunkard does not have to 
carry a placard with the words, 
“I’m a drunkard.” Let him walk 
the street, and his bloated face 
and bloody eye will tell the story 
of his ruin. The fallen woman 
does not have to wear a scarlet 
letter on her breast to tell the 
world of her shame. Her faded 
face and suspicious eye tell the 
story of her infamy. 

Men, God gave you a body that 
makes it impossible for you to 
beat this sin game. I am talking 
to men today who have trembling 
hands because of sin. Some of 
you have a skipping pulse because 
of sin. Some of you have aching 
joints because of sin. Some of 
you have a hard liver because of 
sin. 

A few years ago I spoke to men 
only, one Sunday afternoon, in my 
home town, Montgomery, Ala- 
bama. When I was through my 
service I started out at the door 
and a young friend of mine, a 
minister, shook my hand. His hand 
was scorching hot. 

“You're sick,” I said. 

“Yes, I hardly know where I 
am,” he replied. 

I called a taxi and rushed him 
to my home and put him to bed. 
I ’phoned my family doctor, and 
when he came he took my friend’s 
temperature. The thermometer 
registered one hundred and five 
degrees. I stayed up all night, 
sponging him to keep his tempera- 
ture down. The next day the phy- 
sician brought a specialist out with 
him. The specialist began to thump 
his chest, then he thumped in the 
region of his stomach. When he 
got to his liver he said: 

“Did you ever drink?” 

“Doctor, before I was converted 
under Brother Jone’s ministry a 
few years ago, I was a beer drink- 
er. I never drank much whisky.” 

“T knew it,” said the doctor. 
“You drank enough to harden 
your old liver. We will get you 
up from here, but you may expect 
a return of these attacks.” 


What a shame for a man to go 
through life handicapped like that! 
Converted and in the service of 
God, but he will never do half of 
all he might have done, because 
when he was young he tried to 
beat the game of sin. 


Some time ago an old preacher, 
one of the famous old men of the 
South, wrote me a long letter, 
congratulating me on one of my 
meetings. He closed his letter with 
a statement like this: 


“T am getting old and won’t be 
here much longer. I am in bad 
shape physically. Most of my in- 
firmities are due to my early dis- 
sipation. God has been good to me. 
He saved me, and has used me in 
the ministry, but how I wish I 
had never “dissipated before I was 
converted.” 


Young men, hear me. Every dis- 
sipation of youth must be paid for 
with a draft on your manhood. If 
you are willing to pay, go on in 
your sin, but pay you must. You 
can’t beat the game. 


I thank God there is no alcoho! 
in my blood. There is no gonococci 
(the germs of gonorrhoea) in my 
blood. There is no syphilitic germ 
in my blood, or in my spinal fluid. 
I praise God when He saves a 
drunkard, but He has been better 
to me than He ever was to a 
drunkard. He saved me before I 
became a drunkard. I praise Him 
when He saves a libertine, or a 
degenerate, but how good He was 
to save me before my manhood 
was cursed by disease and sin! 
Men, sin ‘always leaves a man 
worse than it finds him. It is never 
a blessing, but always a curse. 
Remember, fellows, God says it: 
“Be sure your sin will find you 
out.” 


“Be sure your sin will find you 
out.” Sin does not only mark a 
sinner’s body, but sin puts its mark 
on the sinner’s brain. Materialistic 
psychologists have argued that the 
human brain secretes thought like 
the liver secretes bile, but we 
know better now. The brain is the 
instrument on which the’ mind 
plays. Your mind plays on your 
brain like a violinist plays on a 
violin. Not only so, but your brain 
is psychologically affected by your 
thoughts. When you think, that 
thought walks across your brain 
and leaves its footprints like foot- 


prints in the sand. A_ thought 
plows a furrow in your brain like 
a furrow in the field. If you con- 
tinue to think along a certain line, 
that furrow gets deeper and deep- 
er, and it soon becomes almost im- 
possible for you to keep out of 
that furrow. Every thought you 
have has a tendency to slip into 
the deepest furrow of your brain. 


Here is what I mean: You take 
a man who thinks about money 
most of the time. Try to divert 
him. Get him to thinking of re- 
ligion. He goes back to money. He 
thinks of religion, even, in the 
terms of dollars and cents. 


I am talking to some man whose 
god is, his passion. Impurity has 
plowed a-furrow in his brain. It 
is almost impossible for him to 
get away from iohis lustful 
thoughts. He finds himself, even 
in an atmosphere of purity, think- 
ing his adulterous thoughts. His 
brain is diseased. It is filled with 
maggots of impurity. It is a nest- 
ing place of lustful birds: 


Some years ago I was conduct- 
ing a revival in a Florida city. An 
old man one day asked me to go 
with him for a ride, and as we 
drove down a country road he 
Said: 

“Brother Jones, tell the young 
men as you go over the country 
that I say no man can sin when 
he is young without paying the 
penalty in his old age. Don’t tell 
them who told you, but tell them 
what I say. When I was a young 
man I was terribly bad about wo- 
men. I would run after one woman 
until I got tired of her: then I 
would throw her over and take 
up with another. That is the way 
I lived for a number of years. At 
last I met my precious wife. She 
was a lovely, pure girl. I loved her 
from the first, and we became 
engaged, We married and settled 
down. Just after we were married 
I was converted and joined the 
church. I have been true to my 
wife, and have tried all the years 
to live a Christian life. I am now 
an old man. My children are all 
married and gone, and my wife 
and I are left alone in our old 
age. I know I won't be here much 
longer, but I find my mind in my 
old age trying to chase the vile 
ideals of my youth. Brother Jones, 
tell the young men that impres- 
sions made on the mind are made 
to stay.” 


People used to think it was all 
right for young men to sow their 
wild oats, but we have learned in 
this scientific age the folly of such 
sowings. Go to Hot Springs, Ar- 
kansas, and you will find those 
poor devils out there reaping their 
wild oats. 

Not long ago a young man in 
one of our cities went into his 
room, turned the gun to his head, 
and blew out his brains.

Some years ago I was in a 
town of the South. I called at a 
hospital to see a doctor friend of 
mine. While we were sitting in the 
office talking, this doctor said:

“Yes,” I replied, “I knew him 
well.” 

“What kind of man was he?”

“Doctor,” I said, “sinc@® you in- 
sist, I will tell you. He was the 
worst man after women I ever 
knew. That man has a string of 
bastard children all over the coun- 
try.”
